busy making military preparations. Qn the other hand, the 
British Government seems to think that all danger of war 
is past and neglects even the most necessary precautions. It 
is difficult to realize why the fortification of the Indian fron 
tier is not at once taken in hand. The Conservative leaders, 
when in Opposition, exhibited great zeal; but now noteven a 
fraction of their former enthusiasm is to be seen among them. 
As the Russians are not likely to withdraw from Central Asia, 
the defences of the frontier should not be unnecessarily post- 
poned. The British Commission is reported to have moved in 
the direction of Herat. If Government does not mean to en- 
counter Russians at Herat, it had better withdraw the Com- 
mission without further delay. The lingering of the Com- 


mission in the neighbourhood of that place serves only to pro- 
voke the Russian Government. re

No doubt the prosperity of a country 
depends on the well-being of its entite population, and it is a 
matter of satisfaction that Lord Dufferin has promised to 
devote his special attention to the encouragement of education 
among Masalmans, who aré behindhand compared with Hin- 
dus. But the complaint of the National Muhammadan Asso- 
ciation of Calcutta as to -the paucity of Muhammadans in’ 
the public service was exaggerated and uncalled for. The 
Government is not at all to blame for the fact. There seems to 
be no reason why an incompetent Musalman should be prefer- 
ted to a competent Hindu for the public service. Lord 
Dufferin has acted very wisely in refasing to accede to the 
unjust desire of the Association that the educational qualifi- 
cations fixed: for candidates for admission to Government © 
service should not be insisted upon in the case of MusalmAns. 
Such a concession would involve a great injustice to Hindus, 
would set the two classes by the ears, and would not be bene- 
ficial to Muhammadans themselves in the long run.

Evidently if Mu- 
hammadans desire to improve their condition, they should put 
their shoulders to the wheel. Hitherto they made no effort 
themselves bat looked to Government for everything. But the 
recent orders of the Government of India on their memorial 
will serve to disabuse.their minds and teach them to appre-

When carriages occupied 
by natives were so much overcrowded, a Christian woman 
of a very dark complexion, who travelled third class, had a 
whole compartment to herself, which was protected by a sign- 
board bearing the inscription “ For Europeans only.” The 
invidious distinction made between Europeans and natives in 
this country is most marked in railway travel.
